The Administrative Services Division and 
Congressional Affairs Office have reviewed the draft 
comprehensive NAPA legislative package provided to us by your 
August 8, 1990 memorandum. 

Although I have not submitted the draft legislative 
package to the Director for his approval, our review has not 
identified any proposals we would not be willing to support. 

As previously di scussed with you by my Special 
Assistant ! I the following changes are offered: 

Part 2: NAPA Report Background Excerpts 

Title v Domestic Local Pay Rates 

The fourth paragraph, last sentence has some 
inaccuracies concerning payment of the twenty-five percent 
retention allowance. 



It is not necessary to live within fifty miles of the 
New York Office to receive the twenty-five percent retention 
bonus. The lump sum $20,000 mobility payment requires 
employees to sign a three year service agreement and reside 
within fifty miles of the New York Office- .

Title 1 - FBI Title 5 Exemption 



Sec. 536 Personnel Management (c) 



The last sentence in part reads "... employees of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation may be paid in excess of the 
rate of basic compensation provided for in Executive Level IV 
of the Executive Schedule set forth in Section 5315 of 
Title 5." 



As explained at the Senior Steering Group Meeting on 
September 10, 1990, Level IV was proposed before the 
legislation to significantly increase the salaries of the 
Executive Levels (EL) or the Senior Executive Service (SES). 

We have no objection to changing this Level IV to Level V if 
the EL and SES raises take place. 

I would like to take this opportunity to commend and 
thank you and your staff for your exceptional efforts on a very 
complex and important subject.
